If Kei’ly is 
shamming to create sympathy, which is 
the general belief, it will act as punishmont 
and if be is not this measure is considered 
necessary. Reilly never showed any symp¬ 
toms of suicidal intent before, and his 
health and appetite are of the beBt. This 
act of his will not tend to create sympathy. 

Sept. 9 tb.—According to a special cable 
deBpatoh to the New York World from 
London, it is known perfectly well at the 
Japanese legation in London, that a secret 
treaty had been made between the Czar of 
Russia and the Emperor of Japan, despite 
the usual denials. 

The treaty provides that the czar shall 
pay §500.000,000, to Japau in. five years, 
less the amount which Russia will pay 
Japan for her caro and maintenance of 
Russian prisoners of war, 8100.000.000, as 
provided in the treaty of Portsmouth. 

It is reported also that Russian agrees in 
the treaty to give Japan a free hand in 
China, though this point is not aB certain 
as others. The compact waB made without 
knowledge of even Baron Koinura and M.

SICKENED AND DIED. 

Little more than a year ago a 
young artillery recruit at Douai, in 
j perfect physical health, was possess¬ 
ed of a strange conviction that if 
he took a bath it would prove fatal 
to him. Not unnaturally, his com¬ 
rades subjected him to much ridicule 
and to convince him of the fallacy 
of his belief they undressed him by 
main force and plunged him into the 
bath. It was his corpse they lifted 
out, however, and a post-mortem ex¬ 
amination disclosed not tho slightest 
trace of any organic disease. 

A well-authenticated case of the 
power of the mind over the body is 
that of a man who dreamed that ho 
saw a monument in Westminster Ab¬ 
bey falling, and that ho placed his 
shoulder beneath it and maintained 
its entire weight until assistance ar¬ 
rived. On awaking he found his 
shoulder and arm so stiff that, he 
was unable to dress himself without 
assistance, and for weeks afterwards 
lie was under the doctor's care. 

Only a few months ago a young 
lady in Cincinnati became melancholy 
j and low-spirited owing to. continued 
j illness, and in a fit of depression 
j drank from a bottle containing as 
she thought, carbolic acid. She then 
asked to be taken to a doctor, but 
j in spite of medical aid she sank and 
died almost immediately. 

Tho inevitable post-mortem reveal¬ 
ed no trace of poison, and it was 
1 discovered that tho liquid tho un¬ 
happy girl had drunk was absolutely 
innocuous; tho bottle containing car¬ 
bolic acid

I More recently still a similar in¬ 
stance occurred in England. A wo¬ 
man swallowed a perfectly harmless 
j draught under the impression fhat it 
; was prussic acid. It was quite as 
I effective, however; her imagination 
killed her.

"The cure of tubercular phthisis is 
possible to nature; it is uot yet so 
to medicine." What sanatorium 
treatment does is to put the con¬ 
sumptive in the position which ul- 
jows nature to do her best for 
him. a remedy which sounds simple 
enough, but has wanted a great deal 
of finding out. The sanatorium phy¬ 
sician fights the disease indirectly; 
he helps the consumptive to cure 
himself by improving his general 
health and increasing his powers of 
resistance. The comment of a uni¬ 
versity oarsman, one of Ihe best 
rowing coaches of the present day, 
who happened to see a good deal of 
sanatorium life, w* s flat the treat¬ 
ment appeared to be much the same 
os tho training for a 'varsity boat 
race. And so it is, the aim in both 
cases being the same, namely; that 
of attuining the highest possible de¬ 
gree of physical efficiency. 

The finest ion remains, then, hard¬ 
ly so much how far can the sana¬ 
torium physician cure tuberculosis as 
to what extent, under favorable con¬ 
ditions, is the disease curable by na¬ 
ture. 

Nature undertakes tho repair of 
tho injured lung in many different 
ways, and much of tho welfare of 
tho patient depends on tho exact 
process by which the arrest of the 
disease is brought about. Some¬ 
times a case, or envelope, to use a 
homely expression, will gather round 
the infected spot, or patch, upon the 
lung end thoroughly enclose it so 
that tho destructive microbe is ef¬ 
fectually imprisoned, the wound 
heals, the scars harden, and fever 
and other distressing symptoms dis¬ 
appear. Tho disease is, in fact, ar¬ 
rested. and at one time the patient 
would have considered himself to be 
perfectly cured. 

So he is, for the time, but for a 
considerable period (how long is not 
and cannot bo ascertained) the mi¬

$ * Great Development in 

g the Past Thirty Years. 

Exhibition time it a period of 

stock-taking. Wo think, then, of 

our progress in the past, and we re¬ 
flect upon tho outlook for the fu¬ 
ture. Can it be that we have made 
great strides? Is it probable that 
we shall go forward in the years 
to come as rapidly as wo have hith¬ 
erto advanced?

3874 the public paid $3,522,000 for 
this insurance against fire. In 3.904 
the amount paid for such insurance 
was $13,000,000. But life insur¬ 
ance exhibits greater strides than 
does fire insurance—probably because 
it is a later-day necessity.

-This points to a vast 
increase in the business of 4he coun¬ 
try, ajul to tho development of a 
largo number of new undertakings. 
While the banks have thus increased 
their accommodation to the public, 
the people have added to tho facili¬ 
ties of tho banks, for the deposits 
have grown wonderfully. In 1874 
the public had confided $77,000,000 
to the care of tho banks, but in 
1904 there was no less than $470,- 
000,000 on deposit. Hero is r.n ad¬ 
dition of $400,000,000 to the finan¬ 
cial resources of the people in thir¬ 
ty years. But this figure scarcely 
does justice to this side of the 
question, because there are deposits 
in tho Post-offlco banks and in the 
loan companies, and theso have 
grown proportionately. 

WHAT INSURANCE COSTS. 

An idea of the rate at which the 
property values are growing can be 
gathered from the fact that the in¬ 
surance against fire has greatly aug¬ 
mented In 1874 the value of pro¬ 
perty covered, or tho amount at 
risk, was $300,000,000. At tho pre¬ 
sent time the figures is $1,218,000,- 
000! The amount of property in¬ 
sured has multiplied by four. In 
1874 the public paid $3,522,000 for 
this insurance against fire. In 1904 
the amount paid for such insurance 
was $13,000,000. But life insur¬ 
ance exhibits greater strides than 
does fire insurance—probably because 
it is a later-day necessity. The 
amount for which Canadians were 
insured in 1874 was $85,000,000. In 
1904 Canadians were insured for 
$587,000,000! We paid $2,844,000 
for llfo insurance in 1874, and $19,- 
969,000 for the same service, ex¬ 
tended, in 1904. Few people can 
realize the fact that for all sorts of 
insurance—fire, life, marine, and so 
forth, we paid $37,500,000 in 1904. 
The interests that call for this pro¬ 
tection are by no means insignifi¬ 
cant. 

RAILWAY PROGRESS. 


Exhibition time ia a period of 
stock-taking. Wo think, then, of 
our progress in the past, and we re¬ 
flect upon the outlook for the fu¬ 
ture. Can It bo that we have made 
great strides? Is it probable that 
we shall go forward in the years 
to come as rapidly as wo have hith¬ 
erto advanced? The' quostion as to 
the past is answered by the statis¬ 
tics relating to the business of the 
country. Here we find that in thir¬ 
ty-years—that is, from 1871 to 1901 
—we have increased the area of laqd 
under cultivation from 17,000,000 
acres to 30,000,000 acres. This 
means that 130,000 hundred-acre 
farms have been made productive, 
and that room has been found for 
650,000 more dependents upon agri¬ 
culture. 

THE MONEY THEY MAKE. 

It is not possible to estimate how 
much money the farming industry 
makes compared with what it earned 
thirty years ago. But the export 
figures show that, it sent out of the 
country $98,000,000 worth nf pro¬ 
ducts in li;04, whereas in 1874—thir¬ 
ty years earlier—its sales were but 
$19,341,000. A Jump of $80,000,- 
000, in round figures, is an enorm¬ 
ous increase in the business. But 
of course, tho agricultural interests 
do not derive all their income from 
foreign sales. There is a great and 
growing homo demand, which is 
most valuable to the farmer. The 
demils of the exports show some 
marvelous facts. Take, for example, 
the case of cheese. In 1874 wo ex¬ 
ported $3,523,000 worth; but in 
1904 tho exportations were $24.- 
184,000 worth. Take, again, bacon 
and hams. In 1874 tho quantity 
sold abroad was 20,237,000 pounds; 
in 1904 the quantity was 127,948,- 
000 pounds. Onco more we havo 
a remarkable revelation In the cat¬ 
tle sales. Wo sold 263 steers to 
Great Britain, valued at $14,200, in 
1874. But lasy year—thirty years 
later—our sales were 148.301, and 
the value was $10,046,000. Hero 
is n business that has been created 
during the period mentioned. 

MINERAL AND OTHER PRODUCTS 

Outside of farming wo have made 
great progress. Our gold produc¬ 
tion has jumped from $2,000,000 in 
1871, to $16,400,000 in 1904. Of 
this latter sum tho comparatively 
newly discovered Yukon contributes 
$10,000,000. Our coal production 
has jumped from 1,000,000 tons in 
1874. to 7,500,000 in 1904. Our 
fisheries have doubled In value. They 
yielded $11,000,000 worth of fish 
in 1871 and $23,000,000 worth last 
year. The forests have also brought 
us greater returns. The exported 
output netted $27,308,000 in 1874, 
whereas the figure for 1904 is $36,- 
725.000. One of the circumstances 
contributing to this increase is the 
utilization of spruce for paper mak¬ 
ing. The pulpwood development has 
be: n very groat and very important. 
Passing from the producing depart¬ 
ments to other branches, some curi¬ 
ous and interesting facts are to be 
found. One is in the postal ser¬ 
vice. Thirty years ego 39,353.000 
letters and postcards passed through 
the post-office. In 3 904 the '.lumber 
of letters and postcards handled was 
286.368.000. This indirntf>«; i tv»_ 


Very remarkable is the railway 
progress of the country, as exhibit¬ 
ed by tho official figures. In 1874 
we had 4,856 miles of railway. By 
1904 the mileage was 19,431, exclu¬ 
sive of electric roads, which were 
already numerous. The railways 
earned $3 9,470,000 in 1874, and ex¬ 
actly $100,219,000 in 1904. Here 
is an increase of $80,000,000 in the 
revenues. There were 5,190,000 pas¬ 
sengers carried in 18*74, and 23,640.- 
000 in 1904. Of freight, the rail¬ 
ways carried 5,670,000 tons in 1874 
and 48,000,000 tons in 1904. The 
growth of business indicates lhat 
the trade of Canada has extended, 
and that tho movement of popula¬ 
tion is more marked. Of course, 
much is to be attributed to the de¬ 
velopment of tho West. That coun¬ 
try has called for facilities for it¬ 
self. and it has increased tho de¬ 
mand for travel in the East. 

CANADA IN THE FUTURE. 

We have made great progress. But 
we have merely commenced. Canada 
is really but at the beginning of a 
history that tells of agricultural, in¬ 
dustrial and commercial advance-

It is hero the ideal health condi¬ 
tions of tho sanatorium come in so 
usefully. There is no irksomeness in 
doing as every one elso is doing, and 
no one to grumble at open windows 
in cold weather, which the hardy 
and well-trained consumptive patient 
really enjoys. 

UREMIA. 

The process of nutrition of the 
animal body has often been compar¬ 
ed to the consumption of coal in a 
furnace. During the process force is 
developed to run the engine, hut as 
the fuel is consumed, "clinkers” and 
ashes are produced. If the ashes 
arc not removed th?y soon shut ofT 
tho air nnd arrest combustion. 

This analogy is incomplete, for tho 
processes of digestion, assimilatioh 
and elimination in the animal body 
arc very intricate, and even yet are 
only partially understood by physio¬ 
logists. Wo know, however, that 
rapid elimination of the waste pro¬ 
ducts is absolutely necessary to the 
continuance of health—not. only be¬ 
cause, after the analogy of tho fur¬ 
nace. these waste products will shut 
olT the draft nnd put out the lire if 
allowed to accumulate, but also nnd 
especially because many of them are 
active poisons, which, if -re-absorbed 
into the blood, even in minute quan¬ 
tities, will quickly derange health or 
destroy life. 

Some of tho most powerful and ac¬ 
tive of these poisons arc eliminated 
by the kidneys when a person is in 
good health, and their retention in 
the blood (in cases of Bright's dis¬ 
ease, for example) will occasion a 
form of blood-poisoning which is 
called ureipia.

BLOOD-CURDLING ATROCITIES. 

A despatch from Paris says: The 
Petit Parislcn says it learns from a 
private hut absolutely trustworthy 
source that the situation at Baku 
to-day was ns bad as it cdulri lie. 
Armenians are killing one another 
rather than full into the hands of 
the Tartar soldiery, who torture all 
who they secure. Massacre follows 
massacre. Tho oil wells are all 
ablaze. The butchery began with 
the slaughter of 1,500 Armenians, 
while tho police looked on as if it 
were a theatrical display. Women 
were shockingly mutilated. Children 
were dashed to pieces br-foro their 
mothers' eyes. Men were either cut 
to pieces instantly or mutilated be¬ 
fore they were put to death. The 
Armenian Vizier, who barricaded 
himself in his hous >, was roasted to 
death with his wife and children. 
Ten Armenians, who took-'' fugo in 
another house, wore holding out 
against the soldiers when n magis¬ 
trate demanded admission. The lat¬ 
ter persuaded them to corn> out, as¬ 
suring them of protection. He then 
ordered the soldiers to fall on them, 
and all were barhnVnusly murdered.

Three Hundred Killed 
Villages Destroyed. 

A C&tanzaro, Calabria, Italy, de¬ 
spatch says:—A violent earthquake at 
2.55 o'clock on Friday morning 
caused serious loss of life and wide¬ 
spread destruction in Calabria. The 
towns of Pizzo, Monteleone di Cala¬ 
bria and Martirano were almost en¬ 
tirely destroyed. At Monteleone di 
Calabria seven persons were killed 
outright and many were injured by 
the collapse of the prison there. The 
Pizzo district is said to be almost 
entirely destroyed. 

Locally tho shocks lasted 18 sec¬ 
onds. The walls of the hospital hero 
collapsed, and some of the patients 
were injured. The inhabitants of 
this city fled panic-stricken from 
their houses. 

HUNDREDS IN THE RUINS 

Grave flaws continues to arrive 
from Pizzo, Montcloond di Calabria 
and Martirano, which have been al¬ 
most destroyed. There ore numerous 
victims. It was hoped that tho dis¬ 
trict of Nlcastro had escaped, but 
that also has been seriously affected. 

At Martirano all tho buildings have, 
collapsed, including tho barracks of 
tho gendarmes. Six wounded men 
have thus far been taken from tho 
ruins. There are other victims. 

At Steffaconi all tho houses have 
fallen and it is feared that a hun¬ 
dred people are under tho ruins. 

The villages of Fizcopio and Tri- 
porni aro also destroyed. 

Troops are helping in the work of 
salvage. 

All tho houses at Rtefaconi have 
been wrecked by tho earthquake. It 
is feared that a hundred people aro 
buried in tho ruins. 

The villages of Piscopio xand Tri- 
parni have been destroyed. 

(LATER.) 

A Rome despatch sa>s:— Details of 
tho earthquake in Calabria indicato 
an enormous disaster. The known 
dead up to the present number 347.

A TEIUUBLE DISASTER.

Sir Wilfrid Laurior conld scarcely 
have chosen a more striking iheme 
for his discourse at Edmonton than 
the contrast bitween 1894 and 1905 
which tlie west presents.

"It will drill the 
hardest rock-rock which would turn 
cold steel—and not only drill, bnt vit¬ 
rify It They have found In Cumber¬ 
land channels thirty feet deep and 
from two to four Inches In circum¬ 
ference. The Interior was bard and 
glazed where the solid substance had 
been melted by the stabbing flashes. 
Artificial experiment has shown that a 
powerful shock from a battery will 
vitrify finely powdered glass, but not 
feldspar or quartz. The lightning, how¬ 
ever, does It In the manner described, 
not In one place, but In many, showing 
that before striking the ground It di¬ 
vided Into several branches, each 
strong enough to penetrate and liquefy 
the solid rock.” 


Hard Headed Moors. 

Negro heads are proverbial for solid¬ 
ity, but In this respect they are far ex¬ 
celled by certain Moorish tribes of Mo¬ 
rocco, who take a very real pride In 
the thickness of their skulls. The heads 
of their boys are kept closely shaven 
from the time when hair commences to 
show upon them and are never cover¬ 
ed, whatever the weather. This treat¬ 
ment so tedds to thicken the cranium 
that the lads are able to fight with It 
They butt as bulls do, and the weak 
point la the skull of the loser Is fre¬ 
quently sought for by hammering his 
head with a stone. 

For a sum equal to a farthing these 
boys will split a hard brick across their 
own skulls. In boxing also these Moors 
receive the blows of their opponents 
upon their hardened pates.

THE CANADIAN ROCKIES 


PROF. PAY'S OWN STORY OP TH* 
MOUNT THAT BKARS HIS NAMK. 


Swiaa Guides Says Its Ateant la At Stiff 
a Proposition Aa Any to Ba Found 
In tho Alpo— Prof. Fay Hi moo If Saya 
It la the Moat Variad, Hard and 
Longaat Climb In Hit Long Export* 
anoa. 

A lengthy article would be neceasary 
to do full Justice to my one most com¬ 
plete and genuinely Alpine experience 
in the Canadian Rockies, says a writ¬ 
er In The Boston Transcript. I refer 
to the ascent of Mt. Fay, In the com¬ 
pany of the gentleman whose name 
has been bestowed upon that none 
too gentle mountain by the Geographic 
Board of Canada, in recognition of 
Prof. Fay's services to tnat region. 
In a letter written to a friend the day 
before our conquest of this mountain 
—which had been ascended only once, 
and that a few days before or success¬ 
ful attempt (we climbed it on August 
6), I said: “Prof. Fay calls this the 
safest of sports; but if it should prove 
otherwise in my case, then these aro 
words of farewell to you. If I happen 
not to return, I am Hure you would help 
my lawyer to settle my estate accord¬ 
ing to my wish." It Is comforting now 
to read the comment of the sympathe¬ 
tic professor: “It Is a very natural feel¬ 
ing, this, in approaching the unknown. 
Even the long experienced climber has 
si range waking dreams the night before 
a perfectly new ascent is undertaken." 
Also, it 1 m a satisfaction now in my 
cosey study, to recall his assertion that 
Mt. Fay afforded, altogether, the most 
vuried, hardest and longest climb In all 
his years of mountaineering. The con¬ 
quest was a matter of fifteen hours of 
vustly harder work than I should ever 
do as a miner—snow, ice, crag, scree; 
axe, hands, feet, teeth and eyelashes— 
heart-breaking work for a novice like 
mo But I am proud of it now when I 
remember that our kind SwIsh guides 
said It was as stiff a proposition, us the 
college fellow would say, as any to 
be found In the Alps. I have my own 
Impressions and recollections of the 
experience, but since my space is lim¬ 
ited I prefer to quote from Prof. Fuy: 

“The approach of Mt. Fay is from 
one of the most exquisite of those deep 
blue Alpine lakes, in the number and 
beamy of which Switzerland 1 h quite 
outclassed by this region — Moraine 
Lake. Its environment is most lin 
press!ve. yet almost forbidding. It rests 
In a lofty amphltheatr \ In what was 
first called Desolation Valley, but now 
1 h known as the Valley of the Ten 
Peaks. . . . For the most part they 

leap up In sudden, craggy peaks along 
a great wall of rock which here forms 
the ridgepole of th<* continent (the 
continental divide). Mt. Fay Is an¬ 
other massive ridge, rising, as If to 
form a second terrace, from a great 
arena filled to the depth of hundreds of 
feet with a crovass d glacier. Its feed¬ 
ing neve sweeps nt a precipitous unglc 
up this frowning ridge, and seems to 
curl backward like u breaking wave In 
a ponderous changing cornice that pre¬ 
cludes secure approach from this side. 
And this Is. In part, why the ascent was 
one of the longest us well as most ard¬ 
uous that I have hitherto made—fif¬ 
teen hours from our camp by the lake¬ 
side and return, from 3.30 a. m. until 
6.30 p. m. . . . To the top of the 
couloir we made our way, chiefly on the 
Ice, with frequent step-cutting, but with 
one diversion, for variety, to the crags. 
It was a parlous-looking place, and, as 
we noted it upon our return by the ico 
below, we asked ourselves ‘How many 
persons inexperienced «n such climbing 
would consider a passage over such a 
frowning donjon as in any way possible

was wise In having It on hand, but Jf 
he goes off at a tangent and shoots 
some member of his own family he will 
have cause for regret all the days of 
his life," was the Deputy’s noncommit¬ 
tal reply. 

"And which class of occurrence is in 
the preponderance." 

"There are no statistics." said Mr. 
Stark. Proceeding, he declared that the 
keeping of flrcurmx at all should be 
discouraged. 

"I will luy this down as a general 
maxim," he declared; "the man with 
a revolver is far more likely to get 
into trouble than the man without. As 
a general thing, the man without a re¬ 
volver Is safer than the man with one. 
A large percentage of the crimes In the 
American Union arc caused by the 
senseless custom in vogue over there 
of everyone having a gun In his buck 
pocket. The fellow who thinks he Is 
'it* because he has a gun on his hip 
will say and do things he would never 
think of were he unarmed. IIo blus¬ 
ters and swaggers, and the first thing 
he knows he has shot someone or is 
himself shot. Lubbers of policemen 
como here from the other side, and in 
recounting their experience, make use 
of the remark, 'I pulled my gun on 
him.’ That makes me tired. For fif¬ 
teen years I did duty in St. John's 
Ward, the toughest district in the city, 
and in all that time I never once show¬ 
ed my revolver. I seldom took out my 
baton. In Montreal and in towns across 
the line policemen walk about swing¬ 
ing their clubs in their hands. That is 
bad. It provokes trouble. People 
should bo educated to the fact that 
they do not need arms, nod to do this 
a heavier penalty should' b“ Imposed 
when men are discovered carrying 
them. If the penalty was thirty days 
1 j» Jail without the option of a line nun 
would feel that they could not risk 
carrying a gun. 

"It would surprint* you to know tin- 
number of applications wc have foi 
permits to carry revolvers. A^en conn 
hero saying they want a permit. *\V,liut 
for?’, we ask. Well, they have quin- 
a bit of money about th ni, sometimes, 
or they go in rough places. Nome 
times they have still more trivial ex

"Any display of firearms Is bad, and 
so is too great a showing of police. Tin 
other day the sup' rlnteitdem of a Sun 
day school asked for three policemen 
to attend a social. It was In a re¬ 
spectable neighborhood, but one would 
think that the people were going to 
make a raid oh him ami rat his r • 
freshments. He paid but a poor com 
pllmeat to the residents of th - dls.ri 
and the officers of his church. Pro 
pie should learn to conduct tin lr of 
fairs without outside Interference am! 
without employing too much force." 

"But, to return to tile original ques 
tlon as to what you should do were 
you to find a burglar in your house?' 
suggested the newspnp r man. 

"A person can never tell wha* tin y 
will do under such and such circum¬ 
stance*,” answered the Deputy. "I 
might think, as I laid my revolver un 
der the pillow, that were I to find a 
man in my room I would go after him 
with my gun. And ye; when the tlm- 
came I might do exactly the reverse. 
I might Jump after the window and 
shout for the police." 

The Deputy Chief laughed aloud at 
the idea suggested. Then he continued 
more seriously: "Did I know that a man 
was in my house who was intent upon 
robbing me and taking my life If neces¬ 
sary In the accomplishment of hls pur 
pose, I would shoot him with as little 
compunction as I would kill a mad dog. 
But the trouble Is. to be sure that this 
is the case. I might make a mistake.

METHOD OF DISTILLATION. 

Flowers nil go through a prelim¬ 
inary treatment of being placed in 
n cold room, and plants such as 
lavender, thyme, .spike, in^it, roots 
finch ns orris, fruits and woods, are 
passed through cutting unci mneer- j 
a ting machines. A/1 or this has been 
done the perfume is extracted, tho 
principal method:? being distillation, 
maceration, enfletiruge and by the I 
use of dissolvents. Disst illation is 
only employed when the perfume is 
rot injured by heat or steam. In 
this case the flowers and water arc 
«put in a great ulombic and heated. 
After the water begins to boil it dis¬ 
organizes the vegetable cells con¬ 
taining the perfume, and this is car¬ 
ried by iho steam through the worm 
and condensed. There is thus ob¬ 
tained a mixture of water and per¬ 
fume and it is merely necessary now 
to separata the two. The process 
of clistillation, however, has tho 
great disadvantage of frequently al¬ 
tering the perfumes obtained, and, 
therefore, when it. is desired to ob¬ 
tain finer extracts recourse must bo 
had to other methods.

'I'he fatty substance is 
spread on ihe glass and the flowers 
are placed in direct contact with the 
fat.. At. the end of n certain time, 
which varies with the flowers, the 
perfume is absorbed by the fat, af¬ 
ter which the flowers are renewed un¬ 
til the pomade is of the desired 
strength. 

DISSOLVING ODORS. 

A third method is that of volatile 
dissolvents. In general the dissol¬ 
vent employed Is nn ether of refined 
pctrpleum. The appaiata used are 
of different forms, but they must all 
contain nn extractor, into which the 
flowers are placed cold with the 
dissolvent, a decanter where the wa¬ 
ter contain/tfTin the flowers is separ¬ 
ated from (the mixture, a distilling 
alembic wn\on forces the dissolvent 
back through the flowers, and a cer¬ 
tain number; of reservoirs in which 
the dissolvent is kept, in a pure 
state or charged with perfume The 
dissolvent Alter being charged with 
the perfump evaporates and leaves 
behind the essential oil. This meth¬ 
od is by far the best. In the single 
department of the Alpes-Maritimes 
the annual production is 800,000 
pounds of pomade and A 00,000 
quarts of extracts. 


DIAMONDS GO UP AGAIN. 

3?rices Have Advanced Fifty Per 
Cent. This Year. 

Diamonds are becoming scarce. The 
Do Deers mining syndicate says so, 
and backs up its dictum by advanc¬ 
ing tile price of rough diamonds five 
per cent. Incidentally the only im¬ 
portant mine in the Transvaal out¬ 
side the syndicate, the Premier is 
flooded with mud and temporarily 
out of operation. Dm the trade in 
New York denies that the advance is 
made by the syndicate because of the 
temporary disadvantage of its rival. 
It is pointed out that the price of 
' precious stones has been raised fifty 
per cent within the year, and it is 
also said to he likely that within a 
short time the price will be again 
advanced, so that in n year or two 
more the soiling price of rough 
stones will .be twice what it was a 
few >ea»s ago. 

At TilYnny & Co , New York, the 
declaration was made that diamonds 
arc becoming scarcer- each year. The 
workings iu b'outh Africa nre getting 
deeper, and as they go clown the 
yield is not increased, while on the 
other hand the demand for the stones 
is constantly increasing. Wealth is 
accumulating, and tho result is that 
an enormous uplift in the demand for 
diamonds is met with. 

So great is the demand for the pre- 



[ tho careful selection of foods. In 
Jit Dr. Russell brings forward a 
treatment of his own which is hailed 
with approval by the Post-graduate 
[ Hospital officials and a medical com¬ 
mittee appointed to examine into 
the annex* work. Dr. Russell says he 
found a combination of foods which 
seems to bo effective in the destruc¬ 
tion of the bacilli of tuberculosis. 
The most beneficial item of the food 
combination—consisting of butter, 
bread eggs, milk and emulsion — is, 
he says, vegetable juice. Since tho 
introduction of this juice the repart 
records remarkable results among 
j the tuberculosis patients. Tho fluid, 
which Dr. Russell and his colleagues 
at the post-graduate hospital believe 
to have beneficial properties is the 
combined juice of every kind of vege¬ 
tables to be had in the market. It 
has been in use in the hospital along 
with other diet sinco January 7th. 
It is now recorded that in the first 
five months of this year eleven pa¬ 
tients were discharged "apparently" 
cured, against n record number of 
l.f cures effected during the whole 
12 months of 1004. This sudden in¬ 
crease and the fact that the pati¬ 
ents nre still thriving upon the vege¬ 
table juice treatment lend the ex¬ 
aminers to beUeve that Dr. Russell 
has discovered a fluid the properties 
, of which are fatal to the progress of 
tuberculosis. 

FOOD OR ANTI-TOXIN. 

"What, this vegetable juice is." 
said Dr. Donald M. Barstow, <ne of 
the committee examining Dr. Rus¬ 
sell’s method at the post-graduate 
hospital, "none of us can say. It 
may be a food or it may be anti¬ 
toxin. I am inclined to think it is 
a food which so builds up the con¬ 
stitution of a patient that present¬ 
ly th*' system is strong enough to 
give battle to and overcome the ba¬ 
cilli of tuberculosis. 

"I do not wish to be quoted as 
saying that thi$ vegetable juice is a 
cure for tuberculosis. I only know 
that it is beneficial when given to 
the patient with other foods. What 
it may turn out to be is another 
matter." 

In the report issued the post¬ 
graduate hospital, thf; pre.paralion 
of the vegetable juice is thus de¬ 
scribed: Equal parts by weight of 
raw vegetables are scrubbed with a 
brush in fresh water then mixed 
and chopped until the particles arc 
small enough to go into the receiver 
of a grinding machine where the 
mass is reduced to a pulp. The 
pulp is collected and the juices 
squeezed through coarse muslin 
cloth. The vegetables first used 
were potato, onion, beet, turnip, 
cabbage and celery. Later were ad¬ 
ded sweet potato, apple, pineapple, 
carrot, parsnip, and later still rhu¬ 
barb (pie plant), summer squash, to¬ 
mato. spinach, radishes, string beans 
and green peas with the pods." 

Tn his report to the hospital and 
the circular issued by the post-gra¬ 
duate officials to private physicians. 
Dr. Russell thus speaks of tubercul¬ 
osis and the vegetable juice:— 

LACK IN THE DIET. 

"Experience in a large number of 
cases of consumption has led to the 
| conclusion that in cases of apparent¬ 
ly curable type who fail to got well, 
the cause of the failure is the lack of 
an unknown something in the diet. 
In cases where the patients respond 
but very slowly this mysterious 
something is supplied in insufficient 
quantities or at too long intervals. 

"For a number of years T have 
been searching for this unknown 
something or its source of supply 
and vegetable Juice is tha final out¬ 
come."- “

Physicians Plan a Scheme of Men¬ 
tal Breeding to Overcome 
Vice and Sin. 

The futute work rf medicine, said 
Dr. Henry Maudslcy at the British 
Medical Association Congress at 
Leicester will bo mainly to prevent 
and stop the,beginnings of disease; in 
fact, to teach the body to die at 
last of old age, as every doctor 
ought theoretically himself to die. 

Might not some good come, he 
asked, from systematic enquiries in¬ 
to tho production and elimination of 
constitutional disease tendencies and 
disease immunities by the marriage 
unions of different tendencies and 
immunities. When ti person has a 
disease unlike thst which either par¬ 
ent had, he might still owe it to 
these variations occurring in morbid 
heredity Just as they do physiologi¬ 
cally. 

ANCESTRAL growth 

What was the constitutional dis¬ 
position. if any, most likely to cause 
a tendency to cancer? Having re¬ 
gard to the local invasion and dis¬ 
tribution of cancer, its provocation 
by local irritation, its more than ac¬ 
cidental heredity and its quiet settle¬ 
ment In the system, it seemed prob- 
ablo thrt its unruly proliferation of 
cells, however provokod, betrayed 
the awakening to activity of the sil¬

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KEEP OUT OF THE EAST 

JAP AM ALSO SAB A MOHROE 
DOCTRINE. 

Tferms Arranged at Portsmouth 
May Cause Disapproval 
in Japan. 

The following letter ih the New 
Ybrk Sun, frbm Kajii Nakamura, is 
interesting in showing that all Jap¬ 
anese did not believe in peace at 
any price. It is possible that it 
will have to be completed at a 
later date. The writer says:— 
•Japan’s interest in Manchuria is 
direct, unlike the others, for those 
provinces are near to Japanese 
doors, which must bo subjected to 
the mercy of thc nation whoso dom¬ 
inant power is prevailing therein. 

| especially when that dominant pow- 
or is such a colossal power like Rus¬ 
sia, whose aggressiveness we know 
too well. 

In a sense, your own country has 
nr> right to exerciso influence over 
the sovereign countries of South 
America, yet she is ready t.o tako 
up aims against ahy nation at¬ 
tempting to invade those countries, 
because those Countries are more im* 
porlunt to tho United States than 
to any other countries for tho sake 
of her self-preservation, 
RECOGNIZES MONROE DOCTRINE 
Thc whole world recognizes your 
Mcuroe Doctrine. Why should Ja¬ 
pan be deprived of a similar right 
of self-prescr\ation? 

I ask the public to observo how 
Japan will treat Manchuria und 
Corea, whose integrity and independ¬ 
ence she declared to preserve, after 
this war is over. Few may believe 
Russian diplomatic promises, but 
all will believe Japan's promises, 
which have never been broken ever 
since she entered tho international 
community, so far. 

Our declaration of war is right 
and just, so we must demand an in¬ 
demnity and Russia must answer 
this demand. Thc world justifies 
Japan’s course, so it must endorse 
Japan's just demand or must re¬ 
frain from criticizing her claim at 
least. Japan has a right to con¬ 
tinue the war on her option' and 
claim heavier demands from Russia, 
ns ihc damages incurred by Japan 
increase. But it must be under¬ 
stood that Japan does not make 
these demands merely for the sake 
of aggrandizement, but for a per¬ 
manent peace ln the East and tho 
general welfare of her people. Oynma 
will not follow Linevitch into tho 
far interior and Togo will not bom¬ 
bard Baltic seaports and attempt a 
siege of St. Petersburg. They will 
not repeat Napoleon’s mistake, for 
they know it too well. 

OYAMA WOULD LIKE IT. 

It is a foregone conclusion that 
O.vama would capture Vladivostock, 
Harbin and Kamnchatka, and in¬ 
vade thc Siberian coast from nil 
points, sooner or later, once the ne¬ 
gotiations at Portsmouth are brok¬ 
en. This opinion is not my own 
value venture, but is that of a Ja¬ 
panese member of the peace party, 
who is one of the most influential 
members. The world may think 
that the Japanese treasury will be 
exhausted within a very short time, 
but this is a rank mistake, for sho 
will reduce her army in Manchuria 
to u half or one-third of what she 
has now, and at the same time will 
decrease her standing army within 
tho island empire, thus reducing tho 
expenses to a little more than or¬ 
dinary footing.

WHITE MEN MURDERED. 

Australian Aborigines Have Eaten 
One Man and Killed Others. 

A lawless state of affairs exists in 
tho northern districts of Westorn 
Australia. Tho aborigines are up in 
arms and have recently murdered in¬ 
numerable white men. 

The police from Nugallino, under 
Constable Growden, accompanied by 
several native trackers, have arrest¬ 
ed four aborigines, Leo, Monkey, 
Toby, and George, who are supposed 
to have com mi ted the crimes. The 
murders took place in different parts 
of Goldfields Creek, and wore of a 
peculiarly horrible character. 

Two white men and a half-casto 
were encamped at No. 1 Well, when 
the natives, Toby and Monkey, with 
several others, attacked them while 
asleep. The elder man was speared 
to death by Monkey before ho could 
offer any resistance. Tho younger 
mnn was speared through the breast 
but ho managed to shoot Toby in 
the leg before ho died. Thc * half- 
caste boy ran away, but was chased 
and strangled. His remains cannot 
be found, and it is supposed that 
ho was eaten by the natives. 

Tho other murders took placo at 
Slttto Wall, Ggldfields Creek. One 
victim was a "swagman." He was 
killed by Monkey, who crept on him 
while asleep and Chopped his head 
off. The body was then cut in piec¬ 
es and carried a distance of three 
railos by Monkey and his compan¬ 
ions and buried. Tho polico have 
recovered the remains. 


BATTLING WITH THIRST. 

Germany’s War in South Africa 
Has Fearful Horrors. 

An article throwing terrible light 
on the nature of tho*operations in 
German South-west Africa appears 
in thc Militar Wochenblatt. It deals 
with thc period after the fight at 
Watcrbcrg. It was reckoned at tho 
timo that tho number of rebel Hor- 
cros was probably between 40,000 
and 80,000. After Watecberg they 
dispersed; 1,400 hnd fallen in battle, 
8,000 had been taken prisoners, and 
many had fled to British territory. 
Where were the others? Count 
Schweinitz, in a report on thc pa¬ 
trolling expedition which he under¬ 
took some timo afterwards, clears 
up the matter. On his ride ho light¬ 
ed on the track which tho fugitive 
Hcroros had undoubtedly taken after 
Wateiborg. This track he followed 
for above ninety miles. He saw 
skeletons of thousands of cattle, and 
bones of men, all along this track 
through the sandy wilderness. Whore 
bushes grew along the road those 
piles of bojy\s were more numerous. 
Men and cattle had sought shelter 
here from tho blazing sun. Bodies 
In hundreds lay hero in heaps. ln 
many places tho Horeros battling 
with thirst, had scraped with their 
handst holes fifteen to twenty metres 
deep in search of water, and all in 
vain. Tiny perished helpless from 
thirst. "In this way," adds Count 
Schweintz, "thc murdered Gormans 
were terribly avenged."

INSECTS DESTROY FRUIT. 

British Losses Reported to be 
About 51,200,000. 

Probably a quarter of a million 
sterling has been lost this year to 
tho English growers of black cur¬ 
rants by the depredations of a tiny 
insect known to tho British Board of 
Agriculture as phytoptus ribis, and 
to growers as tho bud mite. . 

All through the fruit plantations 
of Kent the mite, which can only be 
seen with a microscope, has been 
devouring the buds on the currant 
bushes, picking out the plants which 
are usually most prolific. One result 
has been to put money into the 
pocket8 of French and German grow¬ 
ers, while English cultivators have 
lost $ 1 , 200 , 000 , the value of ten 
thousand tons. | 

Continental growers have sent | 
more than thc fruiterers and jam j 
maters have roquired to supply the 
deficiency. There will therefore be no 
lack of black currant jam or that | 
toothsome morsel black currant jelly 
this year. But the quality will not I 
bo thc same. . No foreign grown 
fruit can approach tho flavor and 
richness of tho real English black] 
currant. 


MIMIC WAR DISASTERS. 

I Soldiers Get at Close Quarters 
and Many Go to Hospital. 

j During field manoeuvres at Abler- 
shot recently, a cavalry brigade 
Were ordered to charge the foot, 
guards, and something more than a 
toueh of reality resulted. The charge 
was carried too far, and for a few 
minutes there was fierce hand-to- 
hand fighting, which resulted in sev¬ 
eral soldiers being injured. This 
was by no means the first occasion 
that a realistic touch has been given 
to peace manoeuvres. Not. so very 
long ago, at the same place. two 
opposing infantry brigades got into 
close quarters, and although blank 
ammunition was used thc troops had 
a warm tiino of it, many having to 
go to !he hospital. Cavalry have, 
however, met with similar disasters 
more often, the horses, in the ex¬ 
citement of the dash, getting out of 
control.
